Tho opening ivu« steady,
but a u decline oí 6611 points under selling
by room bears, which were Influenced chiefly
by betlur wonther In the South and tho appar¬
ent absence of bull support, llul Inter cubic»
from Liverpool reported tni-RC »pot sales. Ad¬
vice» were received from manufacturing conties
